{-^•Af lorida Southern's campus has endured a hard year with the loss of two beloved students and 
f^_^X a recent alumna. On a campus as small as ours, losing three people who were near to the 
hearts of many can have a huge affect. 

September brought the campus news of the death of a 2005 graduate, Biljana Cokovik 
due to injuries from a car accident. The loss was tough for many of FSC's seniors, members of 
the swim team and other friends, including faculty and staff members. The international student 
was involved in campus in many ways and was known among both the students and professors as 
being a dedicated and fun-loving person. She was honored with a well-attended memorial service 
at the pool, one of her second homes 
here on campus. 

As we all returned to start our second semester of this year, we heard the devastating 
news that twins Meghan and Melissa Kelly had been in a car crash on their way to Southern. 
The campus was instantly filled with feelings of grief at the news that Meghan had died at the 
scene and Melissa was in intensive care. 

This time, another sports team was wracked with pain — the soccer team. For the soccer 
team, this was the second death of a member that they have had in less than three years and this 
news was almost too much to bear. They stuck together, however and were there for the Kelly 
family and Melissa as she recovered. 

A service was held to honor the life of Meghan on the soccer field once Melissa was 
well enough to attend and many students gathered on the field on a beautiful night in February. 

Less than three weeks after the news of Meghan, the campus was hit with yet another 
loss. Michael Szwed passed away due to an injury to his spleen on the night of Men's Rush 
Bid Day. Mike, a member of Sigma Chi fraternity was loved and is dearly missed by many. 

The administration, bewildered themselves, asked students to gather the following day 
in the Chapel to talk about what it meant for our campus to lose two students in such a short 
amount of time. Florida Southern students were in complete shock of the news and our campus 
had a hard time coping with the third death of the year — second in less than 20 days. 

Again, the students really came together at this point — clinging to each other for support 
and did their best to be strong. It has been an extremely tough year, knowing that so many 
students have never dealt with a death in their lives and to lose a loved one, a friend or even just 
a fellow student acquaintance can be devastating. I have been more than honored to call myself 
a Moc this year, seeing the way that the campus has became a whole support system for each 
other and knowing that the students who left us will never be forgotten because they were so 
loved. It has never been more obvious than now that only the good die young. Bijlana Cokovik, 
Meghan Kelly and Michael Szwed — forever in the hearts of Florida Southern and always, always 
remembered. 
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The new freshmen of the 
graduating class of 2011 
began their orientation 
week on August 18, 2007. 
New students and their 
parents began to check in at 9 o'clock 
on Saturday morning. Most days were packed with family 
welcoming, lunches for families and guests, and times to meet 
with advisors.
